People who clean up make it hard 
cr for tile fly.

of

or

scientifically 
supervised work, although 
the time 
is probably' close at hand when such 
work will be demanded 
and accom­ 
plished. It won’t be any harder thai' 
the work which Gorgas 
did

pol ling the mosquito from 
the Cana’ 
/one.

i dly I* ss by cleaning up. Nobody ad­ 
mires a fly in the butter, and yet he

Uhs summer unless measures are ta 
Ken for his exclusion 
and deporta 
Hen from the city. 
A word in time 
should suffice for the season that Is 
before us.

AVOIDING VvASTE OF 
BREA! 


Economy Easy to Practice and by N 
Means Insignificant as Mat­ 
ter of Expense. 


There are many 
ways in 
whirl 
bread may he wasted. 
Bread, where economy is studied 
should not be eaten before it is 3' 
hours old, and it becomes stale an- 
unpalatable after 
three 
days. 
Th* 
bread should be stored iii a cool plac* 
which is free from dampness. 
In the pantry should stand a specie 
covered receptacle for pieces of bread 
crusts and scraps. A large earthenware 
pan, a wooden butter tub or box or « 
large flour tub may he utilized. 
This should be kept clean, emptie* 
every day or every two days. wipe< 
out carefully, and loose crumbs re 
moved, and scalded or scrubbed onc< 
a week, for unless this is done th* 
bread quickly become moldy and unfi 
for use. 
All crusts, heels of loaves 
trimmings from toast, etc., that can 
not be used at once should be placet* 
in this. 
There are a great many ways O’ 
using the accumulated pieces, 
prin 
cipally in the form of puddings. When 
the housekeeper arranges the menu 
for the day, puddings in which bread 
can be introduced should 
be 
often 
served, though not necessarily in the 
same form. 
In every fixed menu provision should 
be made in it for a daily use of pieee- 
of bread. 
It is difficult to detect the 
use of bread in many puddings if the 
fragments are carefully prepared be 
forehand.

toes, carrots, onion and gravy left. W e 
put all except the giHvy through the 
meat chopper; 
put the meat, vege­ 
tables and gravy into a bowl. add one 
teaspoonful onion juice, one teaspoon­ 
ful finely chopped red or green pep­ 
per, season highly and add fresh bread 
crumbs enough to form into a loaf;
